Notes From D.A.

District Agriculturist 


Proper egg care has a direct ef- 
fect on the hatching egg business. 
It is important to have sound 
of uniform size and shape 
high interior quality to have 
cessful hatehes, In handling 
the following rules should be 
lowed: 

1, Gather eggs frequently - 
least four times a day and prefer- 
ably six times a day. Frequent col- 
lections are especially important on 
warm or cold days, as chick embryo 
Will start to develope at 68 degrees 
F. and freezing will take place at 
a tempeniture of 28 degrees F. 

2. Cool eggs rapidly - the holding 
temperature for hatching eggs 
should range from 50 degrees F. to 
55 degrees F, with a humidity of 
70 to 80%. Eggs are placed in pre- 
cooled containers immedi ately after 
gathering. 

3. Clean eggs - do not wash hat- | 
ching eggs. Some flecks of dirt 
can be removed with 
steel wool or emery
